FORMER ATLANTANS TELL DRAMATIC STORY _ ::: 


Transferred to New Jersey 


Jack Rellly, writer ef the following 
descriptive story of the New Jersey dis- 
aster, was stationed at Camp Gordon as 
‘a sergeant for many months during the 
world war, and served for some time as 
a reporter on The Constitution. 


BY JACK REILLY. 
(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 

Dover, N. J., July 11.—Six miles 
northeast of Dover, N. J., 2: Picatin- 
ny, is a no-man’s land. 

Ia a devastated area .wo miles long 
and a mile wide the mammoth army 
and navy arsenals—the lar;,est in the 
ea:t—are a mass of cu‘ after a 24- 
hour bombardment by shells and ex- 
plosives in 20 warehéuses. 

When a bolt of lightning set fire 
to a TNT warehouse that eveatually 
caused the ruin of ti.. entire area late 
Saturda, evening, tl. i.crrors c* the 
late - orld war were transfezred to 
northern New Jersey. 

Warehouse First Tc Go. 

With « mighty blast to herald its 
destruction a sarge warehouse of the 
navy was the first to o. In a few 
seconds, fire and hurtling shells men- 
aced the itive plant. .Vithin an hour 
the majority of the buildings were 
eithe: razed or burned to the ground. 

No painter or writer could describe 
the inferno of this no-man's land. 
And, as in the world ~7a~, it will take 
days to asc’ “tain the nimber of dead 
wad injured. 

The arsenal area is tonight under 
martial law. No one not on official 
business is allowed on the grounds. 
Soldiers from Fort Jay with fixed bay- 
onets all d-v today saw to it that the 
danger from exploding shelis was kept 
from the public as far as possible. 

Saturday night. as so.n as it was 


learned that the arsenal was doomed 
and that the entire community was in 
danger, the territory surcvanding the 
arsenal w ~ closed! to the public. For 
many hours the curious public, and 
scores of newspaper men and photog- 
ra bhers tried to penetrate the section 
but all attempts were repulsed. 

Jecide To Take Chance. 

At 1 o’clock this morning, however, 
tw» reporters and a photographer de- 
cided to take the chance. The night 
was dark and chilly. The roads were 
dug up and’ muddy when the expedi- 
tion started from still panicky Dover. 
The trio made their way into the 
barred zone by automobile over a back 
road, an almost unused route. With 
an native to guide them and without 
lights on their car, the trip of ten 
miles through the woods was started. 

No somner had we entered the 
denser part of the woods than with 
a loud report a 16-inch shell burst 
nearby. The blaze that had died down 
at the naval depot after a heavy 
shower, again flared hich. ‘ 

The woods resembled an area under 
artillery attack. On both sides of the 
roadway were ‘igh mid embankments, 
—almost exact reproductions of the 
modern trench. For 8 miles the trio 
was guided toward the gateway of the 
big arsenal grounds. 

No sign of life was to be found at 
the-entrance. The soldiers moved by 
trucks f om Fort Jay had not arrived 
then at this section of th danger zone.

and over hwadreds of large submarine 
target sh_lls. 
Shattered Dowling Home. 

On t*e right was the shattered 
home of Captain O. ‘* Dowling, in 
charge of the navy arsenal, a three- 
story :cone and wood structur . 

Temporarily we passed up this shell- 
brokex house so that the photographer 
could get nearer the explosiva scenes 
as soon as possible. 

The machine was parked and for a 
mile to the west, the party journeyed 
until within three blocks of the vol- 
eano of death and destruction. 

There at 2:10 «. m., the first flash- 
light picture of the main devastated 
area was taken by Al Willard. He 
did not remain in that spot long for 
from one of the burning navy build- 
ings issued a series of exploding 14- 
inch shells. These falling all about, 
drove him to another hill which af- 
forded a better opportunity for pho- 
tographic purposes. 

Fo: an hour, the party contraued 
its exploration by the flare of the ex- 
plosives an! the flaming buildings. 
Time and again our direction was 
quickly changed by the shells, falling 
in a shower, now here, now there. 

The circle of ths fire was traversed 
and then the photographer climbed a 
damaged 300-foot sieel water tower 
from which he added much te his rec- 
ord of the dramatic spectacle. 

From this tower top miles of the 
surrounding country was visible.. To 
the right 14 different fires were burn- 
ing—each a magazine and each fire 
sending large shells screecuing through 
the air incessantly. 

By this time it was daylight. Two 
n°w fires broke out, one in the large 
army TNT warehouse and the other 
in a small navy powder house. Even 
at that hour, nearly 12 hours after 
the first blast, shell: were falling at 
the rate.of one every minute. 

No one but the little news-gathering 
party had appeared on the goverrment 
property at that hour and the explo- 
ration was continued without inter- 
ruption well into the morning. In a 
barn 500 feet away from the camp 
commander’s head: uarters in its stall 
was fownd Beauty, one of the show 
horses of the camp. Tied to a post 
the animal was almost «ead from 
fright. At every sound of explosion 
the animal kicked and reared. It was 
bleeding and cut from its 14-hour ef- 
fort to free itself but had escaped the 
steady rain of shells, several of which 
had fallen nearby,’ killing five other 
horses,

Victim of Blast 
Jumps Into Lake

New York, July 11.—(4)—The first 
account of the explosion at Dover, N. 
J., by one of the victims was given 
today by Private Ephraim Ervin, a 
marine from the Brooklyn navy yard. 
Ervin was a member-of a detachment 
which went to Dover yesterday for 
target practice. 

“IT was standing about 100 yards 
from Shell House No. 21 when a bolt 
of lightning struck a tree, splitting it 
in two and setting fire to it,” he 
said. “Sparks from the tree spread 
to the shellhouse, which blew up im- 
mediately, throwing parcs of shells, 
wood and dirt high into tne air. 

“The flames spread at once to the 
officers’ quarters, and then 1 was 
knocked unconsciousness when some-

I came to I dragged myself to Lake 
Denmark, jumped in and swam about 
a quarter of a mile to a rowboat with 
four of my buddies hanging on. AIl- 
though we were about a mile away 
when we got ashore, shells were ex- 
ploding over our heads.”

Rockaway, N. J., July 11.—A blos- 
som-like puff of smoke—a deafening 
roar—the shriek of a 16-inch shell cut- 
ting the air—then the spitting flame 
as it exploded—and intermittently the 
whine of small arms ammunition 
loosed into space and the prag! ping! 
ping! as yuli¢ts cracked against the 
pines. 

A reporter, former West Pointer and 
ex-A. E. F. officer, in the small hours 
of this morning sat on the brow of a 
ridge that overlooks what remained of 
Lake Denmark na..il arsenal, and, 
with mingled wonder and _ horror, 
watched the brilliant havoc of destruc- 
tion in the khprseshoe valley below.

MAKING GOOD RECORD. 

Recently The Constitution com 
mended the south, and Georgia par- 
ticularly, for the fine record made 
in 1925 in the matter of lynchings. 
There were fewer in every state, 
except Mississippi, than in any pre- 
vious year for a decade. And Mis- 
sissippi, humiliated at the poor: rec- 
ord made, in comparison, called a 
state-wide conference to see that 
1926, and all years thereafter, 
should record that state along with 
other southern states as having out- 
lawed this brutal and wholly rep- 
rehensible method of defying law 
and order and constituted authority 
by the mob spirit. As the situa- 
tion stands today lynchings have 
been practically wiped out of the 
south—and a blot upon her fair 
name and her people has been prac- 
tically erased to the everlasting 
credit of an aroused conscience that 
placed law above .the mob and that 
SuStained the courts in bringing the 
mob violator to justice along with 
the criminal whom the mob would 
summarily punish without the proc- 
ess of trial in the regular course of 
court procedure. Not only have 
lynchings almost entirely disap- 
peared from the south, but night 
riding and hoodlum “regulating’’ 
have very largely disappeared. This 
again has been due to an aroused 
public conscience against such de-

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During the first six months of 
1926 there has not been a single 
lynching in Georgia. There have 
only been eight in the entire south 
and southwest as far as New Mex- 
ico, all told. Unfortunately there 
have been three lynchings in Flor- 
ida in 1926, due perhaps to the 
complete psychological cataclysm 
that a million or more new people 
rushing into that state in the early 
months of the year created. Florida 
is cleaning house, her courts are 
becoming normal, justice is being 
speeded up, and there is reason to 
believe lynchings are now almost a 
memory in that state. 

Outside of Florida, there has not 
been a lynching in the entire south- 
east during the first six months in 
this year—this including the two 
Carolinas and Alabama and Tennes- 
see. One effort at lynching was 
made in North Carolina but the of- 
ficers were equal to the emergency, 
as they can be in almost every case 
when the officers are determined to 
uphold the integrity of the ‘law. 
Lynchings in the past nave been too 
often traceable—even if legally un- 
proven—to collusion between offi- 
cers and the mob. : 

The record thus far in the south 
is a marvelous improvement over 
that of a few years ago when we 
usually had more lynchings in one 
State in six months than now 
shown in the entire south and south- 
west combined. It is a wonderful 
spirit—the spirit of law supremacy 
as against barbarism and all that is 
contrary to civilization and good 
It should be a lynch- 
less year in Georgia, and the last 
half should see a redeeming record 
in Florida. We cannot hope to de- 
velop and progress enduringly if we 
trample upon law, and give the mob 
the right of way. Fortunately the 
mob spirit, too, is passing.

But that is not true. 

The loss of a comparatively poor 
man whose earnings satisfy the needs 
and provide the average comforts (vr 
a family is infinitely a greater loss ‘o 
that family, who are left helpless 
without him, than the loss of a mii- 
lionaire who can do no more for his 
family while he lives, and whose death 
may leave that family with even more 


'funds available for the demands and 


the comforts of life. 

The value of a human life muet 
be computed not only by its earnizg 
capacity, but by its peculiar place in 
the world, and by its usefulness. That 
usefulness may be confined te one's 
self and the loved ones about him, 
and also to the community, and to the 
state and nation. 

The point is, human life is not only 
valuable in one sphere, but invaiu- 
able in another. 

The life that may be regarded ab. 
stractly as an economic failure is jusi 
as dear and as precious to some one 
as the life that may be regarded aa 
standing upon the peak of economic 
success. 

Human life is sacred. Its value 
cannot be measured in dollars and 
cents. It is too big, too consecrated. 
for material calculation. _ 

How important it is then to con- 
serve it! 

And to begin at the proper time 
to train it correctly, as one wouid 
train the plant in’ the nursery from 
which great and fruitful trees may 
develop.

The thought and the analysis oc- 
cur to me in connection with severa! 
news items that command attention 
in the Sunday newspapers. 

One of them is a dispatch from 
Macon teliing of the killing Saturday 
of 2 prominent young business man 
of Atlanta on a highway south of 
that city. I refer to the tragie death 
of Irwin C. Fink, whom many of us 
knew well, and who had a large circle 
of business and personal friends 11 
his adopted city. He was en rouie 
‘0 Atlinta in his automobile from 
Lusiness trip into Florida. 

The details of the tragedy I copy 
from the front page of Sunday's Al- 
lanta Journal. as follows: 

“About three miles before

In 
endeavoring to regain the road, 


the car overturned and a moment 
later burst into flames.’’

How many lives are sacrificed io 
Georgia’s “dangerous” roads! 

And yet we are told that Georgia's 
highways are “fine,’’ and that noth- 
ing should be done toward paving 
them, and toward connecting the sur- 
faced scctors, and eliminating the 
treacherous sectors, except as the 
counties may mortgage their own re- 
sources to help do the state’s job. 

If we were half as diligent in mak- 
ing the highways of Georgia safe and 
expeditious as we are in playing a 
sorry game of hide-and-seek politics 
we would get somewhere in highway 
consiruction. 

If we had half as much real con- 
cern about remedying the ‘dangerous’’ 
stretches that blanket this state like 
the mud-puddles after every one-diy 
rain as we have in building political 
fences, and oiling political machines, 
and promising new state system allo- 
cations that cannot by law be deiiv- 
ered, we would not have young and 
promising lives that cannot be com- 
in money value sac-ificed,: as 
was the life of Irwin Fink ov a main 
state highway south of Macon. 

And yet, speak of it? 

Why, accord*ag to some of the para- 
gons of flawless political virtue in 
Georgia it is lese. majesty, or treason 
or something of that sort, to dare men- 
tion a conviction that the state is not 
doing what she should in the matter 
of building a coordinated system of 
safe, dependable year-arouwnd paved 
highways.

Mal- 
aise? Autointoxication? Tell all that 
to Sweeney. If Sweeney has some 
glorified seaweed or a completely re- 
vised and greatly enlarged livet pill 
or a patent contraption calculated to 
appeal to Wise & Heimer he will sym- 
pathize with you and assure you, of 
course, it is all the result of the re- 
tained poison. But let me tell you, 
just between friends. that Sweeney 
is a darned liar. ‘There is no such. 
state as “autointoxication,” if by that 
you mean poisoning of the body by 
something reabsorbed into the_ blood 
from the intestina] cavity. ‘That is 
just a refined quack’s invention. and 
the best proof 1 can cite you that it 
is purely an invention is the well- 
known fact that thousands of people 
enjoy the best of health, have the best 
of complexions and live long and pros- 
per although they have a bowel move- 
ment only once or twice a week.

more tangible than hauling highway 
machinc.y backward and forth, from 
and to every corner of the state, for 
setting pegs and throwing up dirt over 
little stretches of a mile or two miles 
dere and there—here and there.

Editor Constitution: I am giving 
you below a memorandum of some of 


the things that I would advocate if I 
were candidate for governor. 

(a) Georgia should by all means 
change its corporation laws as to 
charters, ete., and have practically 
the same law as Florida, Delaware 
and other states. This would prob- 
ably bring into the state treasury a 
million dollars the first year. Per- 
petual charters’ should be granted by 
the state to counties desiring same 
and there should be no necessity for 
corporations having to go out of the 
state, like a great many right here 
in Atlanta have done, to get the right 
kind of charter to do business. 

(b) There should be a constitution- 
al limit to the amount of taxes that 
cities and counties could levy, iust 
as there is a limit to the state. This 
law if put into effect woultl perhaps 
do more to bring manufacturing in- 
dustries intu the state and great -fi- 
nancial corporations than any one law 
that could be framed. 

(c) We should have a law pro- 
viding very clearly and distinctly fur 
county and city governments to iseve 
bonds for any public improvements of 
any character whatever, without -hav- 
ing to get an act for same through 
the legislature. I cannot understand 
why anybody would oppose this, . 

(d) Along the same line there 
should be a provision made for the

They should he: ap- 
pointed by the government and con- 
firmed before the senate for life, or 
for a long period of be og 
‘ I am in favor of higher education, 
giving our institutions better bunild- 
ings. Am also in favor of raising 
whatever. amount of money that is 
necessary to raise for getting a sys- 
tem of roads over the state, before 


be exempt from taxation, state and 
county, tor five years. 

(f) On account of the terrible de- 
flation that this state has gone 
through with the boll weevil, etc., and 
with 60,000 farmers moving off of 
their farms, there should be every 
encouragement to get these farms 
back into cultivation. There should 
be a law passed exempting from tax- 
ation all tenant household and kitch- 
en furniture, stock actually used in 
cultivation of the farm, any farm 
products raised for sale while in the 
hands of the farmer. This would, in 
my opinion, encourate tenants and |}- 
farmers to come into Georgia and 
put into cultivation a lot of vacant 
farms which ae ce upon their 
owners to even y taxes on. 

(g) In my opinion, one of the best 
things that the legislature could pos- 
sibly de and probably it might be hard 
to impress it on the public at large, 
aus nearly everybody is opposed to 
exempting property from. taxation, 
would be to have a law exempting 
mortgages from taxation, because 
anybody knows that to tax mortgages 
and the land is double taxation. If 
this were done and a reasonable filing 
fee were put upon each mortgage, 
citizens of Georgia would more read- 
ily loan money on mortgages. A Ican 
agent told me the other day that a 
client of his, two counties above him, 
had borrowed several thousand dul- 
lars through him, but would not ber- 
row in his own county, because he 
was afraid it would discovered, 
and be might have to pay taxes on 
it. This, in my opinion, would re- 
duce interest rates quicker than any- 
thing that could be done. 

(h) There should be a general uni- 
form law providing for a uni- 
form system of county organizations, 
and they should all be forced to have 
the same, preferably to have three 
or five commissioners, whose’ sole: 
duty it would be to elect a business 
manager and te supervise the other 
matters of the county. It should be

Since the death of the assassin, 
Salvador Aguilera, executed in the 
garrote at Santiago on July 8, Rosales 
had heen reading of the execution— 
the first in Cuba in twenty years. 
According to guards, he had been hys- 
terical and “green with fear” for 
several days. 

“Never shall they kill me in the 
garrote,” he sajd to the guards. 

The apparatus is characterized by 
some as the only remaining relic of 
the Spanish inquisition. 

An active campaign is being waged 
in Cuba to abolish the garrote as a 
method of execution.

In addition to the 21 filling stations 
the Reed Oil company has a large dis- 
tributing plant or storage station on 
the A., B. & A railway and North- 
western avenue, which covers a city 
block.

George H. Box, professor of Hebrew 
at London university, has revealed.

Dr. Box says that at the 
last assembly of the French academy 
in Paris, Dr. Robert Bisler, of the 
University of Vienna, gave an inter- 


} pretation of these manuscripts whici 


originated from the ancient Jewish 
historian, Josephus, in his “history 
of the Jewish wars.” 

Eisler declared at that time that 
Josephus originally described Christ 
as a “man of middle size, with stoop- 
ing back, long face, and prominent 
nose, and hrows that grew together 


so that those who saw him would be- 


come frightened.” : 

The description adds that Christ 
was a man with “very little hair and 
a part in the middle,” — 

This description was admitted by 

Eisler to be frankly anti-Christian. 
It tells of Christ’s followers urging 
Him to eject the Romans from Jeru- 
salem and of the consequent fright 
of Jewish leaders when they feared 
that the Romans would blame them 
for the ejections.: Their resultant 
betrayal of Christ to Pilate is also 
a part of the chronicle described by 
Dr. Eisler. 
Josephus, in the same book, is said 
to have described John the Baptist 
as a man with a “savage face and a 
body covered with hair.” He claimed 
that the disciple pasted pieces of ox 
hide on parts of his body where there 
was no hair.
